C) u i.'lo;yis physical rather 
than moral or spiritual, national rather than in- 
dividual, political and civil rather than literary 
or social. In all or nearly all that concerns the 
essential elegancies of life we are notoriously 
defective. As a people, we have small polish 
and less grace. We are sufficiently endowed 
witk public wgarity, with pcivmto ■■twpriae 
•BdcMqj, and with OMdkMMO that is tiMir 
natural raward, b«t in that waalth of high and 
exquisite intoit'oos that aaakes up the perfec- 
tion of manhood and womanhood, in a just per- 
ception of the fit, the noble, and the beautiful, 
and in a lively and delicate sensibility to the 
charms of these qualities, we are poor indeed. 
We are blessed with material success, and have 
abundance of external splendor, but we lack 
interior fullness and richness, and are sadly 
wanting in beautiful, harmonious lives. We 
are prosperous and promising, but insufferably 
fantastic and puffed up. And the sooner this 
fact is recognized and iU^ appsaeiatsd the better 
for oorselves and for the ■ilH— ■ alaswhuiti 
whsMMrdaatfaiy is s app sesd to coalKaL An 
iaistad B at iaa al vanity is b e y aad dispute the 
fraad overshadowing fault which shelters and 
testers the thronging brood of our national 
foibles and peccadilloes — petty weaknesses that 
largely ob-cure our real greatness, and extinguish 
oUny of lis brightest beams outright. It is cer- 
tainly high time that discreet and sensible people 
should look these preposterous things boldly in 
the face and frankly condaaM ttan paa« 
cept and example too." 

We have been led to these r - flections by some 
very judicious remarks in the Buffalo Commer- 
cial upon the subject of BMNrtaary extrav^;aBco-> 
a Uad of looiiah which we are inclined to rank 
: the lewprsaiiBsnt and pemicioos of our 
1 faUea. ft cannot ha jnstty denied that 
there is at p r ess nt a deplorable tendency to pa- 
geantry and display in the last sad honors we 
pay to the dead. It is painfully apparent wher- 
ever we turii. If glares upon us on all sides. It 
IS flaunted by every stately funeral cortege 
(swelled by idle threnodoi) that winds in solemn 
ponjp through our cities, it gleams mockingly 
from the sumptuous co,tins that inclose the de- 
ceased, it smiles grimly from the magnificent 
mausoleums that inclose the sumptuous coffins, 
it Hngars unaystahably in the luxurious tiiou|^ 
aaaharfalda that enrabe the sarviwanin onpty, 
aataaftatiMs honor •( the departed. It is a 
naked, indiqwitable evU, which nearly e\ ery- 
where inauHs the heavens. Those simple and 
b e au tiful solemnitief, prompted at once by true 
falling and instinctive taste, ere now so pre va- 
l^l^nd vital, are beginning to live only in lite- 
rjrtui e or the green nooks of the country, where 
it s-ems as if everything simple and beautiful 
goes forth to die. We can but esteem this a 
most alarming indication of the decline of public 
virtue and of the complete and otter parvanlDn 
of the rational eensibilities. 

Thaaamaat »iavlici^aC lha aarliar days of 
the rapttUic, which steeped all csrsaiBnissia the 
livtag idea, and atoned for the alssncB of es- 
thetic refinement by the freshness and spirit 
of the solemnization, has evidently faded into 
mere hollow mockery, leaving us magiuficence 
without n.iture, and pretei.sions without sin- 
cerity or grace. We are coming to Uie a gaud- 
ily as we live, and to retire within the tomb 
with the same heartless and tasteless splendors 
that attend our pathways to its portals^ Of all 
places and junctures, surely the grave and the 
burial of the dead are the Mat altariy u^far 
garish show. Ta anfsr mhtiSmmi pride and 
ranHy toinlwide npan occasions of such dread 
and yet awast aMiat^, and to stamp them with 
the Talgar aeal of pomp, is the coarsest and 
most despicable species <tf sacrilege. Nothing 
can be mora di^aitefnl and offensi'.'e to a well- 
regulated mind, or more revolting to one of re- 
fined and generous sympathies. \one but soul- 
less creatures of fashion could sanction or en- 
dure it. It is worse than barnarous, for barba- 
rians are tar superior to this and other hke 
monstrous desecrations by virtue of their bar- 
barism. The savage walks with nature, but he 
does not profane her. It is the exclusive priv- 
of civiliaad iMn thus to disgrace enligbt- 
eaasent, and dishanar aadairily the nehlsrin- 
attnatsat hie mea. 

UtfwtnMtolfilhaaa tapaUve eriiihitioMof 
extravagance are not less the monnaient of a 
people's auper-barbarie folly, than the portent 
of their swift decline. Such tawdry state and 
glitter are bnt the unhealthy brightness of de- 



cay.^ haetie glow and iuah upon the ehedt 
of the invalid. They imply that a nation is los- 
ing or has lost its youthful truth and ingenuous- 
ness, and is fast lapsing into a condition of lux- 
urious mockery and form. History is filled 
with significant warnings against this unseemly 
extravagance. Tacitus drew a brief and preg- 
nant rebuke of Roman luxury and magnificence, 
in this resppct, from the whoksome simplicity 
of lh.'GHrina;i, a-id both Pliny -cvA Plutarch 
have attested the excessive formal splendor 
that shone forth in Bonie'a decaden- 
cy, as if lighting her mournfully to ruin. 
Indeed, the Eternal City may be said afanost to 
bars HMi rche d to her downfkll by the blazing 
tordkas of her costly funeral processions. 
And it is hardly a figure of speech to say that 
the graves of all buried nations i^ettn with fear- 
ful lessons upon the perils of thia iMat ridicu- 
lous and pompous custom. 

It is a melancholy thiug that our nation should 
display so many signs of weakness and decline 
in the very morning of its career, and yet the 
fact is unquestionable. We are already in some 
respects the scandal in.-tead of the model of the 
world. But we still have faith in the sterling 
sense and cherished instincts of the people. 
Under God, our national salvation lies in fidelity 
to those bright and exalted impulaas, and in the 
thorou^ davalapHMnt of our spiritual as the 
complsasent and cream of our nuterial and in- 
telleetnal nataraa. AnMng all the fali^e usages 
and custoBU of our country none outrages these 
Palladian instincts more harshly than ihe one 
we have just condemned. And we invoke the 
spiritual teachers of the land, and the influen- 
tial laymen of their churches, to unite with en- 
lightened persons elsewhere in frowning down 
and trampling upon the supeifluous, vile show. 
Discerning, patriotic citizens everywhere should 
condemn and proscribe it, for their own sakes, 
and for ttie sake of the future of their country. 
It is a reproach and tarnish upon our civiliza- 
tion, and should be prondiy apnmed as unwor- 
thy of an earnest and rational people, atmgi^iog 
gracefully toward a loftier and juster culture. 
We are no admirers of sumptuary laws upon the 
statute book, but there is an unwritten sumptu- 
ary law in the bosom of every true man and 
woman which we do admire heartily, and to 
which we gladly refer this ilawnting oftnse for 
reproof and correction.

i^^We are not at all surprised ihat our re- 
cent suggestions for a compromise between the 
North and the South are violently assailed bv 
the abolition organs in the North, the New York 
Tribune, the Buffalo Express, the Cleveland 
Herald, the Pittsburg Gazette, &.C., and by the 
nullification and disunion organs of the South. 
Such Northern and such Soothem (Htfansfou|^t 
side by side in 1850, and we expect them to fight 
oijj by side now. They are at home only by 
the side of each other. They are alike hostile 
to ererjFthing calculated to establish the harmo- 
ny of the country. We could not expect to win 
their approval except by aiding and abetting 
their treasonable designs. 

The editor of the Louisville Democrat says 
that we '"admit that the fugitive slave law con- 
tains harsh and offensi\e features made so by 
the South in sheer wantonness." There is not 
one particle of truth in this statement. Wehave 
not said at any time that in our opinion the fu- 
gitive slave law contains a har^ ftetnra or a 
feature justly offensive to the Nartll, Wkat we 
have said, is, that, if the true men, tiie honest 
and sincere patriots,of the Nortb are of opinion 
that the law in some of its f eatnrea is either 
harsh or uneonstitntioBal, and if they desire to 
procure in a proper spirit modifications not at 
all inconsistent with the effective and prompt 
restoration of fugitives, we have no doubt that 
an amicable adjustment of the matter might be 
made, and, tha. the Northern and Southern 
members of the great American party might 
agree upon the term Wehave not expressed 
any thought of our own that a solitary provision 
of the law is harsh; but we have signified our 
belief, that, if true-hearted patriots in the Nortb 
ntertain such an opinion, it might be wdl to 
respect their views, proMdsd (his could be done 
without making tiM law one Whit less efficient 
in the aecom^ishm«it of its object ttian k 
now is. 

We dted tte reouvks made to as by Mr. Clay 
as to tile drafting of the fugitive slave law by 

the committee of the Senate, but u < did not un- 
dertake to endorse those remarks. We were 
satisfied to repeat tliom correctly, and to leave 
them to rest upon tbei.- own authority and that 
of their utteier. We had no especial menns of 
judging of their justice or their injustice. We 
knew nothing of the circumstances of the 
drawing up of the bill in the eonuntttee. We 
did not know that Ifr. Clay was not in Wash- 
ington at the time until be hiasself told us so. 
Our object in citing his conversation was to 
show that some patriotic men of the South are 
probably of opinion thatflie fugitive slave law, 
if th" subject wei% approached in a conciliatory 
and patriotic spirit, might perhaps be r- ndered 
less offensive to the North in some of us features 
than it now is without tiie slightest abatement of 
its practical fo' ce an i eliic icy. Bui Mr. Clay 
did not say that the slave law "contains harsh 
and olfensive features made so by the South in 
sheer wantonneps." He expressed his belief 
that harsh fe atures were inserted in the bill in 
committee through the influence of a single 
member in ordnr to make it obnoadous, but he 
did not speak of the action of <<tfae Soufli'Mn 
the matter at all, and we have not quoted him 
as speaking of the South. The suggestion of 
the editor of the Democrat, that, if a member of 
the Senate's committee procured the insertion of 
provisions in the fugitive slave bill to make it 
off nsivL', such fellows as William Lloyd Gar- 
rison and Theodore Parker are very nearly ex- 
cusable for their furious war against the 
rights, the jiroperty, and the very ex- 
istence of the So^th, is worthy — of its source. 
Of one and all of those who say or intimate 
tbA we have said or intimated that the South 
should or would, even tot th« sake of pauce, 
tolerate any sneh ■lodfiraHon of the fligitive 
riavalaw as would in tiia least degree impair its 
present ensfgy, we have oaij 1o state that they 
are guilty of falsehood an^ calumny. 



^^^^The ediiur d" the Democrat says the fu- 
gitive slave law wa'^ passed after all the other 
comjiromise measuies, and he often declares that 
it was all the South got by the compromise. Why 
does he forget to add, that, if his influence had 
prevailed, the South would have failed to get 
even that? Why does he never remind'hia,read- 
ers of his having proclaimed, while the law was 
pending and wUlatiie result was doubtful, that 
its passage was of less consequence than some 
folks tiiought, and that the old law would an 
swer every purpose?

Great Theee-Mile Race — Vandal the 
Winner. — On Saturday, the last day of the 
Spring races over the. Association Course, the 
glory of the week culminated. This was the 
day set apart for tiia threeHDile race, in which 
it was expected that the celebrated race-horse 
Frankfort and the no less distinguished Vandal 
would be entered, and all looked forward to the 
race with the deepest interest. 

At 12 o'clock the four horses were brought 
to the stand, all of them looking remarkably 
well. Perritt drew the track, and at the tap of 
the drum they all went off in fine style, Perritt 
and Vandal running for the lead, and Frankfort 
and the Wagner trailing. Vandal soon passed 
Perritt and held his position, under a steady 
pull, to the end of the heat, and though his gal- 
lant rival struggled through every mile, he came 
home in 5 minutes and 36^ seconds, winning the 
heat handilv, Perritt being second, Frankfort 
third, and the Wagner distanced. 

Frankfoit and Vandal cooled off well, but it 
was Ck ident that Perritt was "done /or,"' and 
when the drum called them up for the second 
li a', leave was requested to withdraw him, but 
could not begranted, and when the drum tapped 
his rider ran him a tew yards beyond the score 
when he h'^ld liim up, leaving the conflict to 
Vandal and Frankfort alone. From this mo- 
ment the excitement became intens*'. Frank- 
fort had obtained the lead and track at the start, 
and Vandal was at his side threatening to pass 
him at every iiistan', until they reached the 
point in the track known as the cowp^ns. where 
iie shot al'tad of l.ls nob'e comj.tUtor. Frank- 
fort rallied instantly, and kept up the most t -r- 
rible struggle until Uie end of the heat that w ■ 
ever witnessed. They flew bv the stand a length 
apart, around the turn, up the back strength, 
and down to the stand again in the same posi- 
tion, and as Frankfort passed the stand in the 
Second mile, his rider urged him wi^h the steel 
and wliip, and though he answered like a true 
thoroughbred, it was of no avail. Vandal still 
kept the lead, and saeaMd to ruB widi Bore sest 
than any horse that wa ever saw. Their old 
position was maintalBad in the third mile and 
never varif d but onca> and that was up the turn 
as they entered the home stretch. Here stood 
one of Fraiikfort's trainers, and, as the rider 
pass- d, he tolu him to drive his horse home, and 
he did it too. 

For a moment the black jacket of Harper's 
rider was plainly seen creeping swiftly forward 
to Vandal's flank, but this lasted but for a mo- 
ment — Vandal shook him off and came home the 
winner by uLoui Luo le/igths in 5 luiiiutej and 33 
seconds, thus ending the fastest three-mile race, 
all thingj considered, ever run in the United 
Slates. 

Vandal also made the best two consecutive 
miles in this race ever run. The first mile of 
the second h at was made in 1:46. the second 
mile in 1:51, making a two-mile beat of 3r37, 
which has never been beaten. In speaking of 
Vandal as we have done, we necessarily involve 
the praise of Frankfort also. TTie same re- 
marks about weight and over-distance apply in 
his case, aiid render hi^ race as good a one as 
ttiat of Brown Dick, the champion three-miler 
of the Metairie.for we suppo.-ethat Frankfort's 
time in Saturday's race was about 5:39 and 
5:34. 

In revien irig tne performances of the entire 
week, we feel justified in saying that a finer 
week's racing n' ver occurred in the Union. 
There were twenty-one heats run, and only one 
of these can be called alow— 3:52 There were 
eleven mile heats run and all were under 1:50, 
and six out of the eleven were under 1:47|, and 
one half mile was made by Frank Harper, Mr. 
Murphy's horse, in 4^ seconds, being the fastest 
half mile ever run. There were 8 two-mile 
heats, 7 of which were under 3:50, ami 4 of 
which were under 3:44. Of the winners during 
the week, the»-e were 3 Glencoes, 2 Wagners, 1 
Yorkshire, 1 Bulwer, and 1 Vincent NoUe; and 
Kentucky has made good her claim to the title 
of llic race-hors". reeiion against tli3 world. 

But we have already said more on this subject 
than we intended in the outset, and will only 
add that Vandal was bred bv Dr. B. W. Dudley, 
of this countr, and Frankfort by Mr. John 
Harper, of Woodford. 

U. S. CiRcriT rouRT. — The case of Yeager 
v. Roe, to which we alluded yesterday, was ta 
ken up in this Court and <ifter some time spent 
in the »xaminattoo, which was chiefly devoted 
to showing that the place where the wiit fi om 
the Kentucky Court was served was above low- 
water mark in Indiana, Judge McLein gave his 
instruction to the jury, winch we thiiut of so 
much importance that ue present an^Mnctof 
it as nearly as we can recollect it. 

The JiMHS said this was a most important case, 
and, notwittistanding the apparent triviality of 
the examination, involved some questions of the 
greatest magnitude. It affected the c mmerc 
of every State north of the Ohio, bordennij 
upon it. Tliat stream from its source to its mouth 
was probably 120U miles long, and about one- 
fourui of the internal commerce of the country 
amounting to $300,00t,00U was carried upon it. 
The commerce of Cincinnaii alone was $100,- 
000,000. And the queetiou in this case controled 
the whole of that vast sum. For, said he, if 
Kentucky and Virginia own to low-water ina k 
on the north .oide of the river, they own all the 
wharves, improvements, and pro p ert y below tbai 
line, with all the power of taxation and control 
that any State possesses over the property with- 
in her limits. 

He said it had always been his opinion that 
tnis question of jurisdiction over navigable 
streams between bordering States should not be 
decided obob narrow technical grounds, but 
upoB haaaa national reasons. The Ohio was a 
nnliansl stream, and the commerce upon it b?- 
i B Bf a d to the nation, not to Kentucky or Vir- 
ginia. It was legislated for (he should rather 
have said, looking at the way improvement bilU 
are vetted, not legislated foi) by the National 
Governntent, and its jurisdiction determined by 
national considerations. 

The Judge then alluded very briefly to the 
ground upon which this cla-m of .urisdiction 
was based, and concluded b/ instructing the 
jury that, if they foaid ttiat the wharf-boat, 
upon which the defendant standing when 
served with process, was attached to the Ir.di- 
ana shore, they should find that the servic was 
within thp Sta'e of Indiana, and then fore of no 
validl y. The jury retired, but, as their verdict 
under the court's instructioa could not be other- 
wise than fur the defendant, we didn't atqr to 
hear it— tUiamupolia Jommal.

A Lucrative Station. — The Newburyport 
Herald alludes to the new law for the appoint- 
ment of a person to purchase liquors for the 
town agents who are obliged to purchase of him, 
he being allowed to rhari;e 5 per cent, addi- 
tional to the cost on all liquors thus disposed of, 
and says:

From what information I can obtain, I should 
judjre that the total number of French in the 
Crimea, and at Coiistantiuople and its vicinity, 
is from 135,0(i0 to 140^ BMB, of whom 130,- 
OtK) may be efbctive. It is witti extreme diffi- 
culty that I have obtained this little positive in- 
formation, and were its source known it might 
lead to trouble. If there were such things as 
puiitical parties out in-re, i could say wi'.ii a 
sincere heart that the French, both officers and 
soldiers, ara thegreateat^lBUOw-nothings" in re- 
gard to their movements of any body of men 1 
ever saw. Our "know-nothings" would be 
'•small poiatoeb"' in comparison. I Bdmire the 
system, and if the English would only follow it. 
I thuik it would be productive of great results! 
In conducting a siege like the present one, se- 
cresy is a valuable acquisition. 
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A Robber Shot. — ^Last night about eleven 
o'clock a young man who had been hanging 
about the Canada House at Fort Erie, k pt by 
Col. Lewis, made an attempt to enter the room 
of a boarder named Russell, and was discovered 
by Col. Lewis, who confronted>him; the fellow 
drew a revolver saying, ''Hands ofi — I am 
enough for six of you,'' and retreated into an 
adjoming room, locked himself in, mada his es- 
cape by jumping from a window and running 
along a roof. He thus eluded his pursuers and 
afterwards proceeded down the river bank and 
broke into the house of Mr. Murray, deputy 
collector of the por , and succeeded in takinl; 
from the pock ts of Mr. M.'s clothes, a wallet 
containing $8 or $10, and and a pair of boot-. 
His operations in the house aroused Mr. M., 
who rushed out of the house and gave the 
alarm to a neigubor, Mr. John Maygood, who 
immadiately loaded a double barreled shot gun 
and started in pursuit In tha meantime a report 
was abroad in tha viHage that Townaand was in 
their midat 

The thief was making rapid progress up the 
river shore toward the Brentford lUilway de- 
pot, his pursuers following close upon tiiin. 
When he reached the null race, ju-^t above the 
depot, he jumped into a boat mooted close by, 
cut adrift, seiaed a piaea of alah, and alaite<l 
out into the stream. Another boat was aoon ob- 
tained by the pursuing party, launched, aiid 
chase giv-n. His skiff reached Squaw Island, 
and when within four feet of th^ shore, he leap- 
ed into the water and waded about waijt deep 
to land, ran and secreted himself iu the grass. 

The boat of the pursuers was but a moment 
behind, and was soon ashore. Two or three 
leaped ashore, and ran towards the spot where 
he was seen to drop down, and as the foremost 
had come within two or three teet of the rob- 
ber, he raised himself up, pres3nted a revolver, 
and snapped it twice, but it missea fire, and Mr.

The man is 5 feet bi inches 
tall, rather slim, dark complexioned, hair rut 
very short, had the appearance of having been 
shaved. Mr. M.'s wallet was discovered in his 
pocket. Also an Allen's revolver, with two of 
the barrels loaded. Mr. M 's hoots were also 
found on his feet. He was dre-s-^d in a black 
coat, and two pairs of coarse pants.

On Thursday last, the draw in the O. & M. 
R. R. bridge was swun'/ tor the first time. The 
work was eiitirety conij lo?' d in the forenoon, 
and between 1 and 2 o'clock it was swung. —

was the first trial of so large and ponderous a 
piece of machinery. The draw i? 76 fpet long, 
and one end resting on pivots at the foot of a 
powerful double tower wh.ch is substantially 
supported by wooden and iron braces and curbs. 
From the top of thi.s tower to the other end of 
the draw are attached two iron reds, forming 
the bppothenuse of a right angled triangle, and 
works freeiy in loops at either end. 

From the same place on the top of the tower 
two other iron rods in like manner support the 
draw at midway. With these fixtures the wh<>:e 
fabric swing's horizontally on iis pivots at one 
end; and, no' withstanding ilf immense weight 
and the comparative roog .ness ef he materials

AUtlVAL OF THE PACIFIC. 




Judicial Decisio.ns. — The Supreme Court of 
Indiana has decided that wtieuevei a person shall 
die from an injury resulting fr< m the negligence 
orunskillfuliie^sof any of the officers or servants 
of a railroad company, or the inefficiency of 
thrir bridgea, cars, or locomotives, action for 
daHiafea cannot be inatitoted by the wife or 
minor cbildraB, but by the adMiniatrator. Tbe 
same court haa derided that nBlraad eoa^eniea 
are net liable for ttie deatmetios of atock run- 
ning at large at tbe eroaaiag of a pnblic road, 
when the injury is done without negligence, in- 
asmuch as the company would have so anther 
ity to fence up the road. 

In the St. Loiiis Circuit Court a novel case 
has recenily been decided. The King of Prus- 
sia brought action agai!i>t Felix Coste, admin- 
istrator of Frederick William Kupper, a post 
officer, claiming 7,<100 thalers, moneys alleged 
to have been embezzled by the deceased from 
the post-office of the King, whieh DMMieys be- 
longed to vaiiaaa aubjacta e( the Kisg^ and 
were, after the eaabesdMSasI, reiaiharaed by 
tile King to tiie partiea who were aoibrers by 
the embezziement of Kapper. The court held: 

That the petition did not show any cause of 
action, at common law; that tbe payment of 
money to the true owners, by the King, did not, 
at common law. authorize ttie King u> recovei 
it of the defendant; and that this court had no 
jurisdiction over the questions as to thf^ extent 
of tiie powers of the King of Prussia in bis 
sovereign capacity, to cr°ate a legal liability 
against a party by tho exercise of his will in any 
foubj or as to the oower of tbe King, aa a sov- 
ere%n, to decree that Kupper was liable to pay 
hi"! as sovereign; that while the King could sue 
in this court iu his corjiorate capacity, waiving 
his sovereignty, for the lecovi ry of any de- 
manu recognised by our laws, yet in a case like 
the presen', wheie the action is based uoon the 
owers of the King as a sovereign of a foreign 
State, he must prosecute his claim before that 
tribunal Iiaving tbe sole juriadictiOD of auch 
que'^ii ns, and ?. State eeoit rassat take cogni- 
zance of them.

Prince Gortschakoff read on thu 21st «)f April, 
to the effect that Turkey was exposed to no 
danger from Russia. 

It concluded by declaring that Russia would 
not object to a revision of the treaty of 1841, in 
order to open to all nations the passage of the 
Bosphorus and the Dardanellea. Beyond this 
concession, Russia would not advance, and, after 
another offer of another equally worthless kind, 
about closing the Straits at the pleasure of the 
Porte, the Western ambassadors retired from the 
conference with the declaration that thoir in- 
structions were exhausted.

Aiffoatf a»d the War. — Our readers are 

already aware that the electic telegraph 
is now at work from Sebastopol to Lon- 
don. Under the dark and foggy Euxine, 
the wire runs from fialaklava to the bold head- 
land of Kalakria, which juts out into the sea 
about 14 milrs northeast of Varna. From this 
point, it is carried along the shoals to the ipon- 
astery about six miles from the town, and thence 
it is buried underground to the station near the 
bouse of the British consul. It is as yet un- 
certain how far the use of the aolnaarine wire 
will be granted to individuals. This depends 
ontirely oa the English government, who have 
laid down this part of the line and have its en 
tire inatiacement. There are at present four tele- 
graph stations between Varna and Paris, these 
will be reduced to three by the junction of 
Batachuk and Oiar yr o . wmb there is erery 
reason to believe that Intelligence from the Cri- 
mea will be communicated in two hours to the 
cabinets of Paris and London.

A despatch has been received at St. Petersburg, 
from Prince Gortschakoff, dated Sebastopol, tne 
3d instant, which confirms the announcem-nt 
which has already be«i made of the advantages 
obtained by the allied army oa the 2d inst It 
however states that the '^■w»gt iattctsd by the 
<ire of the allied forces had baSB sSselaaBy re- 
paired (luring the night. 

The Paris Independent speaks of a new plan 
of campaign in the Crimea, already mentioned 
hj some foreign journals. It is said tint the al- 
lies, leaving the army of reserve (now arriving 
in the Crimea) to defend the works before Seb- 
astopol, will take the field in the direction of 
Simferopol, and attack the Russian army in that 
neig:hborhood. If successful, they will then ef- 
fect a junction with Omar Pacha, and by means 
of a strong force posted at Perekop, make 
themselves masters of the Crimea. Tney will 
Xatn invest Sebastopol and blockade the jrarrison 
into submi.-.-i<Ji.. 

The Moniteur of May 9 publishes the fol- 
lowing: 

Gen. Canrobert, in a letter addressed to the 
Emperor, dated April 28th, thus expresses him- 
self : 

"It is with pleasure that I announce to your 
Majesty that the English army, always so solid, 
has become as fine and healthy as it was in the 
first days of its arrival hi the East. It is re- 
ceiving reinforcoBMBts In infantry, in cavalry, 
and in means of transport. I cr^ntinue to live 
on the most cordial terms with Lord Raglan 
and the two armies continue to be closely uni 
tod, and count one upon the other."
